#10-112 Introduction of the 2010 Municipal Budget

  Councilman Manna, Finance Chair, explained the process leading up to the 
introduction of the budget. At the beginning of the year department heads submit their 
2010 budget requests.  The members of the Finance Committee then evaluated each line 
item.  Fixed cost increases for health insurance, pension contribution and liability 
insurance increased to double digits.  In addition, State Aid was cut by 20.4%.  As of 
now, the increase on an assessed value of $382,000 is $237.00.  The committee will now 
meet with department heads and contracted employee representatives and will be looking 
at 5-10% cuts.  They will also be exploring additional shared services.  The Committee 
will be holding a number of town hall meetings for residents to participate. 
 Mayor McHale stated that the State through the Governor has decided that 
municipalities such as Dumont in which live hard working families should do with less 
and yet pay more.  The schools in Dumont have received a $1.9 million dollar cut.  Even 
with cutting services and programs their budget will have a 7.5% increase.  He stated that 
public participation and involvement of the Borough�s residents are very important. 
 Administrator Perkins explained that before the State cuts, we were under Cap., 
even with fully funding our pensions.  After the cuts, we were over cap.  Over thirty 
hours were spent just in committee meetings.

This allows the Borough to have a 
cap bank for the future.  It does not mean that this money has to be used.

A letter was received from Assemblyman Schroeder commending the OEM, 
DPW and members of the Governing Body for their incredible performance during the 
storm. 

The Washington, New Milford and Virginia Avenue Intersection will be closed as 
April 8th. 

The Borough Clerk had applied for a Paris grant for document imaging.  The 
scanner and computer were received and training sessions were attended just prior to the 
Governor pulling the money for future Paris grants. 

Mr. Perkins was invited to participate in a closed session focus group dealing with 
critical issues facing local governments in New Jersey.
